ust before Christmas | had a chance to 

talk to local band Dahgaz. | was given a 
copy of their tape and threw it on to see 
what | was in for. | was surprised at the 
abandon with which they approached 
writing music. | could think of loose 
comparisons but there was no way to 
accurately describe what they were doing. 
Curiosity piqued, | ambled on down to 
their rehearsal space in guitarist Clay 
Fischer's home. There | met Don Patterson 
(bass and vocals) who has written a lot of 
their material to date. As well | was 
introduced to drummer Brent Restall. We 
sat down to discuss how the interview 
would go and it was decided to combine 
live interview with written answers to 
questions submitted to the band 
afterward. The following is an eclectic 
combination of those efforts. A rather 
unusual method of interviewing an 
unusual band who happen to be unusually 
personable people. 
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Off: How did you come up with your 
name? 

Dahgaz: Dahgaz is a Rune Stone (a casting 
stone used like dice to tell fortunes). It 
means breakthrough. We found it in a 
book. 


Off: How did you get together? 

B: Don used to work at a pet store that | 
frequented because | had lots of lizards 
and things that need food and such. So 
one day we chatted and found out he 
played bass and | played drums and 
decided to get together and it worked. 
And Don met Clay through a friend, Paul 
from Benchwarmer. We had it in our 
minds that we wanted a three piece. 


Off: What were you doing that lead up to 
doing what you do? It doesn't seem that 
somebody would just start playing in the 
manner Dahgaz does? 

B: Don and | used to jam before we met 
Clay, about three years ago. We came up 
with those songs working in my basement. 
We came up with those obscured forms 
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from just two people working together. 


Off: Describe the process by which you 
write material. 

D: | play a lick and Brent beats off and 
Clay wanks. Someone writes a riff or a 
song and we decide whether or not we 
like it. Clay tries to write to make people 
feel something rather than just hear 
something. 


Off: Have you been in bands before? 

B: Don and | haven't, but Clay has. 

C: | played in a band called Sight Unseen 
in Kamloops and in Vancouver | played 
with Uneven Steps and Molar Putty and 
then Crank and then back in Kamloops 
again | played in Expialadocious and 
Eleven Eleven. Then here | took a bunch 
of guitar lessons then said, “Aah, to hell 
with it | just want to play with other 
people” and then | joined Dahgaz. Which 
is really fun. Each band I've played in has 
been a little different and it's helped me 
evolve in playing. That's only five. 


Off: Were you all avid young punks going 
to hall shows around here in the good ‘ol 
days? 

B: Yeah, but not really hardcore. Clay was 
more so. 


Off: Clay, coming from out of town | 
imagine you would have a fresh 
perspective on Victoria. 

C: Yeah, it's different. The punk rock 
scene is very popular. It also has room for 
weirdness where you have the Pigment 
Vehicle, NoMeansNo and Gadget thing 
where you can be a little bit quirky and still 


_ gain some popularity. In some of bands 


I've been in it's been my experience the 
weirder you get the less popular you get. 
That's not always the case, but you can be 
really good and weird and it comes across 
well. You can lose people's attention to 
some degree. The scene here is pretty 
good but it’s more for the hardcore stuff 
or straight ahead thrashy stuff. | 


Off: Do you think there is a bias or do 
people just now know they can see other 
kinds of bands? Does it just happen that 
those kinds of people aren't connected to 
have the shows? 

C: | don't know. With the alternative 
thing it's kind of narrow as to what gets to 
be considered “underground” or 
whatever. It seems -to be only hardcore 
stuff. | don't think anyone would call 
Loose an alternative band, yet they play 
that music quite effectively as well as play 


a Jazz club or a Hippie festival doing 


Reggae. | think they are a really cool 
example of how a really versatile band can 
start to break new ground. They've done 
a lot things a lot bands wish they could 
but don't want to do. They seem to be 
opening up a field where bands can play a 
lot of styles of music and pull it off. 


Off: Is that what you are interested in 
doing? 
C: We really don't have a set plan. As far 


as writing music Don still writes his songs — 


and | still write my songs and we kind of 
mesh together on the vocals. We're 
writing together more and more and our 
sound is changing but | don't know 
exactly where we want to go. 


Off: As a new band how would you like 
to see things develop in the Victoria 
scene? i 

Dahgaz: More places to play and more 
communication and _ organization. 


Basement shows, they're fun. 
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Off: What advantages are there for 
growing as a band in Victoria as opposed 
to Vancouver, Seattle, Olympia, Tacoma? 
D: There are more opportunities in 
Vancouver but this is a small scene and 
more personal. 


Off: What kind of artistic goals are you 
striving for? 

D: To write music that has never been 
heard before that we can be happy with. 


Off: A lot of the lyrics avoid conventions 
of pop music. | 

B: Yeah, well we want to do something 
different. We enjoy trying to do 
something unique. We don't know if it 
comes across that way but... 


Off: Yes it does. It's like free verse. 
B: Well good, because we're trying to 
develop our own style. 


Off: | think if it works well if you can 
avoid cornball clichés. It's a little more 
artful as well. 


Off: | noticed that you avoid convention 
in the length of verses and bridges and 
through different timing. 

B: Yeah well they're not 4/4, that's for 
sure. 


Off: Why do you hate being compared to 

Primus? 

D: We don't, we just thought it was weird, 
You know how you can write a song and 
have an idea of how it sounds in your 
head and someone says “Yeah, that 
sounds like Primus” and you're caught off 
guard and you're like “What the hell...” 
because to you it sounds NOTHING like 
Primus. Primus are awesome, so it's not a 
hate thing, it's just strange. Everyone 
hears their things with their own ears. 


Off: | guess it’s just clean bass and an 
unconventional approach to things. It 
would be closer to Primus than say... 

D: Well, it's because people love to label 
things, they go, “LABEL, LABEL, LABELI, 
WE LABEL EVERYTHING.” But, | would 
take that as a compliment. 


Off: One thing | noticed was that lyrics 
tend toward seriousness, but you are all 
such convivial people who are friendly 
and low key. One would imagine you 
would be like Consolidated.

Off: Who chooses the opera for your 
season? 

G: That's the job of our Artistic Director, 
Timothy Vernon, subject to consultation 
with his colleagues - and there are various 
factors that he has to take into account. 


Off: What sort of factors? 
G: For one thing, we use the McPherson 
Playhouse and the Royal Theatre, 
their stages aren't all that big, so we 
to forget about massive productions lil 
Aida or Wagner's Ring cycle and so q 
Also, it's our policy to engage yo 
Canadian artists - singers, direct 
designers - and, knowing who 
available, we have to fit together a tea 
of artists and an opera.

Off: How about expense? 
G: That's another reason for not putting 
on massive productions. We are free of 
debt, and want to stay that way. So, we 
choose operas that are affordable. 


financial sponsors? 
G: We put on a season that we think h 
integrity and purpose, that is worth 
producing and worth attending. We have 
built up over the years a solid relationship 
with our sponsors, and we find that they 
trust our judgment. 


Off: So you don’t think they influence 
your choices? 

G: No - our audiences are most important 
to us, and in fact they provide 45% of our 
revenues. Government funding is 


shrinking. But we attract a large number of | 


subscribers who renew year after year. 
And we aim for capacity audiences. And 
we have been building up a strong body 
of donors, both individuals and 
organizations. And we organize special 
fund-raising events, such as the Opera 
Gala Concert. The Gala Concert is on April 
7 at the Royal. The soloists include 
soprano Saly Wolf and bass Kevin Langan. 
The Circle of Stars gala concert offers an 
opportunity to experience a diversity of 
operatic excerpts, and to support the 
continuation of opera in Victoria at the 
same time. 


Off: Getting off the subject of money - all 
your operas this season are by Italian 
composers. 

G: Yes, but they are very different. The 
Daughter of the Regiment, by Donizetti is 
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a light hearted comedy dating from the 
early 19th Century; Macbeth by Verdi is 
Shakespeare's tragedy of ambition, murder 
and remorse, while La Boheme by Puccini 
is a romance about the Bohemian life of 
Parisian artists and their friends. 


Off: Is the language a difficulty? 
G: No, we keep the original language and

ff: | haven't seen the opera. Actually, | 
n:t seen the play either, but the idea 
beth as a PLAY is firmly fixed in 
mind. How does Verdi handle the 
version to a quite different medium? 
Verdi did most of the work himself. He 
took an Italian translation of the play and | 
wrote an outline, identifying certain key 
episodes which he then arranged into acts 
and scenes. Verdi concentrated his 
attention on three main characters ; 
Macbeth, Lady Macbeth, and the Witches, 
who he expanded from three individuals 
to three groups. Next, he wrote out the 
entire operatic text in prose and then he 
gave his librettist the task of turning it into 
verse, so Verdi was giving the librettist 
very little scope for creativity. The 
production itself went the same way - 
Verdi went into great detail with his 
directions. 


Off: Verdi seems to have had very definite 
ideas : 

G: Very definite. He called Macbeth “one 
of the greatest creations of man." And he 
also said “If we cannot make something 
great out of it, let us at least try to make 
something out of the ordinary.

omewhere, in a grey monolithic building, evil puppets of the patriarchy are chomping cigars and 
leafing through the latest issue of People magazine, and plotting the destruction of Western 
civilization. 

Retro ‘80's is here, like a dark, fetid dream. 

The last lumbering carcasses of the dying power seemed to begin the trek to the tar pits and 
dilapidated mansion: Reagan, haunted by the ghosts of Christmas past, the thundering crumble of 
Communism, marijuana made a comeback and cocaine remained the drug of pseudo-yuppies. 
Brett Easton Ellis began haunting discount designer shops. Ollie North got off and we were left 


_ with a drug war, an AIDS epidemic, and faint bitter memories of material girls, obscene decadence, 


boy toys, the lingering scent of coiffed Eurotrash. 

And now here comes the Go-Go's. 

Yes, somehow it all comes back to the San Fernando Valley, ripped sweatshirts and bubble 
gum rock. Or rather, as their lengthy pagebook describes them: “Five beautiful girls addicted to 
rhythm and noise with a taste for danger and fun.” Hot dog! 

Yeah sure, when | was twelve and heard the teen anthem “We Got the Beat” my world was 


undeniably rocked. | also woke up many a night, strange tremors shaking my growing limbs, to 


_ dissipating dreams of Ralph Macchio, Rob Lowe, and Mazola oil. The Go-Go's embodied, briefly, all 


| wanted to be. I'd watch Friday Night Videos and lip-synch badly, feeling trend-envy and 
strawberry-glossed, rock n’ roll liberation. - 

Undoubtedly, the band deserves a place in the pantheon of 80's rock. If nothing else they 
proved “female talent” was viable commerce, and certainly must accept some responsibility for 


_ paving the way for such abhorations as the Bangels (“Manic monday/that's my fun day!”) 


This, perhaps, is why the compilation is so obscene. We keep going back to the past because 
we have no sense of the future. -But don't give us a slicked over, airbrushed version for 90's 
sensibility; masturbating our memories of these upbeat, overblow peppy purveyors of such ditties as 
“Vacation” and “Our Lips are Sealed" (which | might add, Keith Powell thought was about oral 
sex—you wish, freak boy!) 

“Return to the Valley of the Go-Go's” is an exploration of their “punk” roots, as if before they 
were picked up on I.R.S. they were forced, upon penetration, to abandon their anarchist roots. 

A comment from Charlotte Caffrey, keyboards, on why she jumped on the GG train: “It was 
girls playing really raw punk with radical lyrics.". Huh? Certainly, the two previously unreleased 
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cuts recorded at rehearsal in Feb. ‘79 are raw, mainly due to the fact that it is unclear whether any 
of said musicians had gotten chord changes down. Christ, it isn't punk it's just BAD, feedback and 
all. | 

As for radical lyrics, a stand-out is “(Remember) Walking in the Sand”, recorded live at Palo 
Verdes high school in Dec. ‘81, in which Belinda Carlisle is affected, badly, with a mysterious British 
accent:

Grunge withered and 
died on the pages of Vogue and the skinny cracked asses of Evian swilling supermodels. Was there 
any doubt punk was ripe for reinvention to sell to the mall culture? 

Sure, the Go-Go's got it together during their 80's hey day, but they NEVER, not even with 
one baby toe, ventured outside of packaged, mainstream pop. It's laughable that we should 
believe these “punkettes, with green hair and trash bag dresses” actually challenged any kind of 
established ideologies, other than the cult of money.

ello, my name is random and | am 

host to an activist radio show called 
Solidarity on CFUV. This show is about 
people waged and unwaged, unionised 
and unorganised. We talk about workers’ 
struggles at home and far away. I'll tell you 
about some shows in the past that we've 
done. 

‘Maria Abbot from the ‘Work is Work is 
Work’ campaign came on the show and 
told us about the organisation of various 
women's groups enlightening the world on 
how the unwaged labour of women has 
long been neglected. The organisers are 
raising awareness around the issue and 
hope to have the government include 
unwaged labour in the next census. 
StatsCan reports the ‘value’ of domestic, 
unwaged work at a third of a trillion dollars 
per year. 

The management dispute at Streetlink 


. was a topic. Two staff embers came to the 


station and gave a very personal 
interpretation of the rights of workers to 
fair pay and seniority while maintaining a 
very real community. They told of the 
difficulty in workers asserting their rights 
and in the process having to withdraw 
their services to such throwaways as 
Streetlink serves. The politics of deceit by 
the management and government was 


also reviewed in our discussion with these 


brave front line workers. 
One of the first shows had Norma 
Louie and Betty Stevens, two prominent

local unionists come on and tell us about 
the rise of women in the struggle for 
workers’ rights. Ms. Louie is the woman 
who challenged Safeway's job ghetto- 
ization of women in the 1960's and 
successfully overturned discriminatory 
classification process at the company that 
resulted in ‘glass ceiling’ on women. 

Doug Llewellyn of the Ironworkers. was 
on the show: to gather support for the 
union busting activities of the University of 
Victoria. The UVic board of governors 
hired an anti-union company to build the 
massive expansion project. The contractor 
used non-schooled, out of province 
workers to build a provincial school. The 
tragic irony was lost on the community at 
large as the months-long information 
picket failed to affect change. 

‘As well as guests in studio or on tape, 
Solidarity also reads co-op sources, 
articles and news briefs from around the 
corner and around the world. These co-op 
sources give a very different interpretation 
of world events. Some of the sources are 
The Worker, and American Socialist Party 
edition. Canadian Dimension, Pacific 
Currents, Adbusters, Labour Times are 
Canadian sources. As well, we read from 
sources found on the Internet, and the 
labour computer network Solinet. Material 
from the B.C. Federation of Labour like 
Current Disputes’ and other CLC material. 
Newspapers like Socialist Challenge, The 
Long Haul, The Peoples Voice, Red Zone, 
and La Voz lends a local interpretation of 
world events. We hear about boycotts on

that this was the place to be tonight.

Finally, the 
female singer joined, greeted by shrieks of 
delight. Apparently some people are more 
acquainted with what was transpiring than 
myself. The set was varied in mood, tempo 
and style, a good sampling that flattered 
the band's range of ability. Bang-on 
tightness and pitch-perfect harmonies 
reminded me of Edmonton's Nowhere 
Blossoms, except the Lovebabies kicked. 
As the set went on the Rocket From the 
Crypt comparison seemed less and less 


appropriate; the Lovebabies were less of a 


noise band than a great Alternative Pop 
band, and quite well liked one, judging by 
the audience's response. 

Next, Fine Tooth Combine hit the stage 
starting with a whimsical cover of “Mr. 

My 
friend and | sat back and had a good 
chuckle at the pre-X-Mass humor and 
soaked in the band's presence: able, 
congenial, and good natured.
